Willis ajad 
Job neon bills, and recomciesded that 
the constilu'.ics. now 50 yea-s old. be 
amended in two instances, one to en- 
large the power* of the general as- 
sembly and the other to remove the 
double stock liability. The message 
waa In reality for the benefit of the 
senate, -n whose hands the adminis- 
tration bills peacefully repose. It was 
read in the house, however, but ex- 
ci'«d no especial interest. Governor 
Nash in his message madtr strong plea 
for the immediate passage of the biils. 
calling the attention of the senate to 
the pledge of the party to, as far as 
possible, relieve small home owners of 
as much of the burden of taxation as 
poss.ole. According to the governor's 
owa figures, tbe plan suggested in 
these bills would reduce the state levy 
upon real aad persona! property (.chat- 
tels) from 5--S9 to $1.54 per $1.000. 


Representative Guerin of Erie coun- 


ty sprang a mild surprise in the house 
by offering a resolution on. the sub- 
ject of special legislation. He set 
forth the facts contained in the opinion 
by Attorney General Sheets, and pro- 
posed that hereafter no uiiis of local 
application be considered or passed by 
th« general assembly. Mr. Guerin 
asked that the resolution be placed 
upon its adoption at once, but tnis 
effort failed and it was made a special 
oruer of business for Thursday. It 
was suggested that, a member can in- 
troduce any kind of bill he thinks 
proper and that the house is obliged 
to consider it.

In the Senate 


Several very important bills were

At present a suit inrolvzns 
less inan $300 will not be considered 
by that tribunal. Another important 
matter favorably considered was the 
Longworth plan for submitting prop- 
ositions to amend the state constitu- 
tion, heretofore detailed in these dis- 
patches. The senate adopted the reso- 
lution to amend the constitution so as 
to give the governor the power of 
veto. A similar resolution, offered in 
the house by Mr. Price, was defeated.
